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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-40 and 44-46 are presented for examination based on the appeal filed 
08/18/2008. 

2. Rejection(s) under 35 USC 103 for claim(s) 1-40 and 44-46 is withdrawn in view of 
Board Decision by BPAI. 

3. Terminal Disclaimer filed 05/23/2008 against 10/673,583 and 10/673,501 is noted 
and approved on 06/04/2008. 

4. Claim(s) 1-40 and 44-46 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The application 
is allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 5-6 of the decision of the Court of 
Appeals for the Federal Circuit, which is hereby incorporated by reference. As noted 
therein, and as argued on page 16 of Appellant's brief, the claimed invention 
requires performing first principles simulation for the actual process being performed 
during performance of the actual process and the time frame of any process or 
simulation much less that a time frame of a simulation is shorter than that of an 
actual process whereas the closest prior art Sonderman (col. 4, 1 .47 - col. 5, 1 . 10) 
merely describes producing process parameters in a simulation environment for use 
in a manufacturing environment in semiconductor wafer processing, which does not 
teach or suggest the claimed invention.
